basins and from Owens valley, 660 
miles distant. 
Both sources, bs 
said are becoming exhausted. 
For Domsstlo Purposes 
Virtually all of the water sup­ 
plied to California by Boulder dam 
would be used for domestic pur­ 
poses rather than irrigation, he 
stated. 
Senator Hayden, Democrat, Ari- 
sona, said his state’s principal con­ 
cern was a fair distribution of the 
water to bo used for Irrigation. 
"We are determined,” he said, 
“that lf some land both In Artsona 
and California must forever remain 
desert, California land shall not 
be favored.”

F A MUSCLE is taken from the body and 
stimulated once every second its contractions 
will become slower and slower, and weaker 
and weaker. In a few minutes it will be unable 
to contract at all. 
If these contractions are traced and recorded 
one above the other the curve of contractions at 
first is tall and narrow. As the muscle becomes 
tired the contractions get weaker and slower, until 
finally the muscle simply will not move at alb 
The first effect of the fatigue is a slowing of 
die contraction rather than a weakening. Those 
who have run long races know that near the end 
of the race the legs do not seem to be weak (nit 
they simply will not move as fast as we want 
them to move. 
If the blood supply is cut off from one set of 
leg muscles and permitted to go on in the other 
set, and if the muscles are then stimulated, the 
muscles without blood become fatigued much 
more quickly than those that are receiving blood. 
In fact, the muscles without blood seem to become 
paralyzed in a few minutes. 
The experiment can be tried in a simple way 
by comparing two kinds of exercise. If you chin 
yourself on a bar your muscles become unable 
to respond in a few minutes in the chinning exer­ 
cise because the bending and swelling presses on 
the blood vessels and interferes with the blood 
supply. 
However, if the limbs are moving freely and 
the blood circulates easily through them, violent 
exercise such as swinging Indian clubs, using the 
weights, or gymnastics may be indulged rn for a 
long time. 


'J'H E important factor in this connection is oxy­ 
gen. The muscles have in themselves enough 


food material to take care of that used up 
by work. It has been suggested that the 
flow of blood carries away poisons that are 
developed by the muscles in their work. 
No doubt poisons are carried away. But 
die crucial experiment may be made of 
letting 'wo muscles work, one with oxygen 
and one without The one without oxygen 
wears out in a few minutes. The one with oxygen 
goes on working for a long time. When both are 
completely fatigued they are allowed to rest 
After die rest the one that had oxygen recovers 
and works again. 
The muscle that had no 
oxygen fads to recover; it does not contract again. 
As explained by Dr. A. V. Hill, Nobel prize 
winner in medicine, and Foulerton professor of 
the Royal Society, a good runner of the spruit 
distances, going at full speed, would need more 
than 30 quarts of oxygen per minute if he were 
required to continue the speed of the 100-yard 
dash for a long time. 
It has been found by measurement that a 
man’s heart and lungs can supply him with about 
one-seventh of that amount, so that he cannot go 
on at such a high speed for more than a traction 
of a minute. He get' tired and acquires what the 
physiologists call an “oxygen debt.” Tile tired­ 
ness is due to the appearance of a substance 
called lactic acid in the muscle fibers. 
A muscle is a mixture of chemical substances. 
When we eat muscle we take into our bodies 
protein which is made up of carbon, hydrogen, 
nitrogen, oxygen and traces of other elements. 
Hie muscles also store up glycogen, the fuel that 
they use for activity and one which breaks down 
into sugars in the process of usage. 
The glycogen is broken up into sugars by the

When a person becomes fatigued his body re- 


Studies reported to the British Medical 
elation last year indicated that fatigue affects 
individual output, efficiency, and sickness. The 
influence of atmospheric conditions is striking. 
Output in factories without ventilation systems 
fell off as much as 13 per cent during the hot 
summer months, whereas m the best ventilated 
factories production decreased only 3 per cent 
in the same period. 
In the iron and steel industry, those who did 
the hottest and heaviest work lost by sick­ 
ness 23 per cent more time than the average, 
whereas those who worked at ordinary tempera­ 
tures suffered a time loss 9 per cent less than 
the average. 
Accident frequency apparently 
obeyed the same law, for. in a coal mine the 
accident rate among those working at a tempera­ 
ture of 74F was 52 per cent greater than that 
among other miners who worked in an atmos­ 
phere at 62 F.

CLEVELAND, Jan. 21.—The ex­ 
acting demands on radio announc­ 
ers, to avoiding hurting the feel­ 
ings of a single radio fan or con­ 
veying a wrong impression, are 
no better brought out than In a 
code of ethics drawn up by H. K. 
Carpenter, m anager of radio sta ­ 
tion KTAM here, for his staff of 
announcers. 
The code reads like a new die 
tlonary of etiquet In 
radio and 
adds several more rules outside 
of th at realm. 
A perusal of it 
shows to w hat pains radio sta ­ 
tion directors go to put over the 
best of program s in the finest way. 
H ere are some of Carpenter's 
rules for his announcers: 
“I—Don’t 
announce as 
lf 
you 
are giving a stump speech. 
Your 
voice is within a few feet of the 
listener in his own home. 
Just 
tell them about It in a natural, 
conversational tone. 
Fan ie the Critic 
«2—Don’t compliment artists or 
their work. 
If they are good the 
radio audience knows it. 
If they 
a re not good, you can’t expect the 
radio audience to believe they are, 
simply because you tell them they 
are. 
"J—Don’t try to be funny. 
One 
of the hardest things is to put a 
Joke on the air and get away with 
it. 
“4—Remember 
t h a t 
repetition 
becomes terribly monotonous. The 
average radio listener hears cer­ 
tain phrases over and over again, 
lf not from one particular sta ­ 
tion a t least from all in general. 
“W ith this in mind, 
eliminate 
from your announcing vocabulary 
the following words and phrases: 
Next, 
will follow, 
has just, 
you 
have Just heard, this Is, will now, 
to follow, now, that was. 
Knows Psychology 
"6—And 
u n d e r 
no 
circum ­ 
stances uee the word ’offer.’ 
This 
word implies the possibility of ac­ 
ceptance or rejection, and a nega­ 
tive thought with reference to the 
quality of the program should not 
be placed in the minds of the 
listeners." 
There are other rules of “me­ 
chanics," as Carpenter calls them. 
referring to the method of pres­ 
entation of programs. 
One, ask­ 
ing announcers to wear tuxedos In 
the evening so they may “do bet­ 
ter work,”

Generally, 
however, 
the 
rules 
tend to produce clear, concise and 
brief 
announcements, 
a

running program throughout the 
evening and an altogether pleasant 
entertainm ent.

United States has forty-three per cent of all the 
capital invested in these Latin countries which the 
nations of the world have invested and the United 
States has almost as much invested there as it has 
invested in all die rest of the world combined. 
The 
financial interests, therefore in these countries is 
tremendous and the pressure upon our state officials 
when any controversy arise? to protect the prop­ 
erty of the investor is extremely powerful. 
It is 
difficult for small nations to understand why they 
are treated differently than are the great and 
powerful ones. 
When investments are made in 
France or Great Britain it is recognized at once 
that die investor takes his risk under the law of the 
particular country in which he makes an investment 
and if serious controversy arises it must be settled 
not as the result of a threat from the United States 
but by a recognition of the rights of both countries 
and most probably by arbitration.

To be sure it is urged that we do it to 
keep peace. But peace is far from the result attain­ 
ed by our activities. 
Unless it be the peace of the 
grave. 
We believe that there would be sounder 
reason for positive annexation of these countries as 
a part of our republic than to continue with the 
pretense diet they are independent and then in the 
interest of economics and progress go in as a big 
policeman and kill hundreds of them without author­ 
ity of international law. 
This general condition is 
what makes the suggestion of the President of the 
Havana conference significant. The world will await 
with interest the answer that Mr. Hughes and his 
associates will give to that proposal providing it is 
pressed to a decision.
